There was 
no preaching, no Sunday School, but there 
were saloons in abundance. 

The foreign population were Roman Cath- 
olics, and had a church nearly completed, 
the only suitable building for any public 
gathering. The Trustees of that Catholic 
church allowed it to be used for the preach- 
ing service, as it was not consecrated, and 
they thought preaching would not do it any 
harm. The Sunday School was organized, 
and it had been a blessing to that town that 
its first religious service was one in which 
Protestants and Catholics were united in a 
common interest. 

Rev. Mr. Scott said that the society pro- 
vides a church organization through its 
missionary, and its auxiliary societies, so 
that the people are led to a pastor and into 
a church building, and the fellowship of the 
churches at large. Already in the past 
twelve years over 600 Congregational 
churches have been so formed, and many 
more of other denominations. Twenty-five 
dollars supports a school for a year. A sin- 
gle dolar keeps a neglected child a year in 
Sunday School.

become, he will do well to read the article 
on “The Great’ Libraries of the United 
States” in the June Forum by Mr. Her- 
bert Putnam, Librarian of the Boston Public 
Library. The writer possesses a remark- 
ably comprehensive familiarity with the his- 
tory of the scores of noted book collections 
and with their method of management, 
which he outlines clearly and at considera- 
ble length. One novel point elucidated in 
Mr. Putnam’s paper is the fact that with 
the single exception of the county there is 
not now a single civil division of our goyv- 
ernment that has not adopted the public 
library in some form as a part of its edu- 
eational work, nation, States, municipalities 
and towns having collections of their own. 
The prominence of the library as an ag- 


gressive factor in popular education and the 


development of the Librarian's duties into a 
profession by itself is shown by the require- 
ments of systematic training and associated 
study. There is an American Library As- 
sociation and a Library Journal. There are 
seven library schools in the country; and 
there are courses in bibliography and library 
economy at nine of our colleges. Library 
enterprise is certainly spreading and the 
Librarian’s post is just as certainly becom- 
ing a distinct and honorable profession.

REMOVAL OF C. B. MORTON. 


A Bitter Enemy of Mr. Blaine and a 
Former Favorite of Cleveland Has a 
Downfall. 


(Special Dispatch to) the Boston Journal.) 

Washington, June 5.—The friends of the 
late James G. Blaine have reason to remem- 
ber the virulent attacks of Charles B, Mor- 
ton of Maine upon both Mr. Blaine and his 
family. Yet President Cleveland appointed 
him to important bureau places under both 
of his Administrations. But the end has 
come. A sensation was caused in the 


Treasury Department today by the sum- 
mary removal of Charles B. Morton, Au- 
ditor for the Navy Department. He re- 
ceived a communication from the President 
about noon notifying him of his removal 
from office, and he at once packed up his 
private effects, and bidding good-by to 
his official associates, left the building 
without making the slightest effort for a 
hearing. No explanation for this action is 
given beyond the statement that Mr. Mor- 
ton’s administration was not satisfactory to 
the President. 

There has been constant friction between 
Mr. Morton and the officials of the Navy 
Department, with whom he did business, 
and Secretary Herbertrepeatedly complained 
of his action. It is said, furthermore, that 
Mr. Morton has been caustic and abusive 
in his criticisms of the political actions of 
the President and Secretary Carlisle. Mr. 
Morton is a prominent Democratic politi- 
cian of Maine, and was a bitter personal 
enemy of ex-Secretary Blaine. He was 
Commissioner cf Navigation under Cleve- 
land’s ' first Administration, and was ap- 
pointed Auditor for the Navy Department 
soon after Mr. Cleveland came in for the 
second time. Two years ago Mr. Cleveland 
again appointed Mr. Morton to the posi- 
tion. It is alleged that Mr. Morton wrote 
improper letters regarding the President 
and Secretary Carlisle ‘to his friends. The 
letters, it was rumored, were written both 
during Mr. Morton’s former connection 
with the department and since he has 
been an auditor of the Treasury. These ru- 
mors were looked into, ;

DECISION FOR THE TRUST. 


Suit Brought by Mrs. Taylor Against F, 
A. Buttrick, Both of Lowell. 


The bill in cauity brought by Mrs. Ger- 
trude Talbot ‘Taylor of Haverhill v. Mr. 
F,. A. Buttrick of Lowell for the revocation 
of a trust deed was yesterday decided by 
Judge Holmes in the Supreme Court against 
the plaintiff and in favor of the trust. 

The trust covers $75,000 in property. It 


was created on April 20, 1898, in the defend- 
ant, who was charged to pay the income 
of the property to the plaintiff during her 
life, and upon her death, leaving no will, 
but children, the property is to go to them; 
and in case she died without children, and 
leaving no will, then the property is to go 
to her heirs. When she made the deed of 
settlement she possessed more than $100,- 
000, and six days after it was made mar- 
ried her husband, Mr..M. Allison Taylor. of 
Haverhill. 

She was advised into the making of the 
deed by her step-father, Mr. F. P. ‘Putnam 
of Lowell, who had in mind only her best 
interests. The Court finds that there was 
no undue influence practised upon her. As 
to the claim that she was mistaken in her 
knowledge as to the effect of the instru- 
ment she executed, the Court finds that 
this is not so. The trust deed is irrevocable,

Puddefoot said he had just. returned from 
the land of new openings par excellence— 
Oklahoma. 

“It is a land of surprises,’’ he said, ‘even 
to an old frontiersman. Four large tracts 
of country were settled in a day each. At 
the first glance, on looking over the strip, 
the last which was opened, you wonder 
whether God ever intended it for settle- 
ment. You are told that there are rattle- 
snakes of two varieties, either of which 
answers all purposes; tarantulas, scorpions 
and centipedes; and yet for every section of 
land there were three claimants, all eager 
to locate, and ready to defend themselves 
with the ever-ready rifle. 

“As you get to ‘Old Oklahoma’ the scene 
changes. Here are good farm houses at 
intervals, with large peach orchards look- 
ing as if they might be 10 years old instead 
of five. You are barely out of sight of the 
sod houses and dug-outs when your train 
pulls up at a depot whose platform is 
crowded with every type of humanity. 
As you ride away toward your Hotel, you 
pass fine brick stores, granite blocks, with 
polished pillars at their d6ors, and see a 
large club of cyclists come sweeping by 
in full uniform, as if they had just come 
from Roxbury. Towns of 1200 inhabitants, 
with four banks and four newspapers, 
and alas! 11 churches, one of which is a 
Christian Science. There is only one way to 
stop this wicked sectarianism, and that is 
to have properly qualified men in the pul- 
pit to start with. 

“While the above is true, it represents 
the small towns only. The great majority 
of the people live on the farms. We had to 
drive 30 miles to reach a new country town. 
We passed many prairie schooners and In- 
dians, in all their finery, on their way for 
Government rations. This national pauper- 
ism of the Indians is doing them a great 
wrong, and is a cause of constant bad feel- 
ing in the poor homesteader. There are 
from two to three white men for every In- 
dian on these reservations, who unfairly 
live on the Indian. His money comes reg- 
ularly and is spent foolishly.’’

Mississippi, 10 per cent.; Louisiana, 14 per 
cent.; Texas, 11 per cent.; Arkansas, 12 per 
cent.; Tennessee, 9 per cent. Other States 
and Territories, 12% per cent, 

The average decrease is 11.6 per cent. 
The acreage is 17,767,668, against 20,107,247. 
The crop is unquestionably late. 

The condition of the plant was less sat- 
isfactory at the close of the month of May 
than at the same date last year.

ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE. 


Harvard Opinion on Challenge From 
Cambridge and Oxford—Mien Wouid 
Like to Compete, But WIIl Be Out 


of Training. 

The news of a challenge from England, as 
published in the Journal this morning, 
caused considerable comment at Harvard,’ 
In the first place, it was a surprise, be- 
cause Harvard men thought that the Amer- 
ican team should be the challenger, since 
Oxford won from Yale last year. The Mott- 
Haven men who were seen all thought an 
international contest an excellent thing to 
rouse athletics at Harvard. But it would 
seem that a meeting this year will be al- 
most impossible, especially since the Eng- 
lish Universities would prefer to have it 
take place next September. 

Prof. Ames, Chairman of the Athletic 


Committees was seen, but he declined to 
express any opinion in regard to the matter, 
since the Harvard authorities have not as 
yet received a formal challenge from Eng- 
land. He could not say what stand the 
Athletic Committee would take. 

Much as Harvard men would like to con- 
test with Oxford and Cambridge, many of 
rer athletes are of the opinion that the 
teams cannot meet in September. In the 
first place, it will be three weeks before the 
formal challenge is received and acted upon 
by the Athletic Committee. By that time 
all the men who were on the Mott Haven 
team this year will be out of training. 
Most of them will have scattered for the 
summer . Consequently it would be ex- 
tremely difficult for Harvard to get her 
best men into good condition by Septem- 
ber. But few would consent to a hard 
summer's training. 

There, again, the little unpleasantness 
with Yale might be in the way, although 
this would probably be overlooked in an 
international contest. But still, when there 
is at present a movement on foot which 
may in the end do away with all contests 
between Harvard and Yale, it would be em- 
barassing if both the great American col- 
ih were to unite in an international con- 
est. 

At least, the challenge from England has 
awakened a new interest at Harvard, which 
will undoubtedly give athletics there a good 


push. It may be that international contests 
will help subdue the overpowering rivalry 
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
